27th & K Renovation 
Meeting Planned

Į am pleased to invite you 
to a meeting to design a new 
park at 27th and K Streets. 
This small piece of land has a 
big story—a story that should 
have a happy ending soon. 

It started late in 1999 
when a developer expressed 
interest in constructing an 
apartment building on a small 
parcel of land between the 
Whitehurst Freeway, Rock 
Creek Parkway, 26th and 27th 
Streets.

I was shocked to receive a 
letter from Edward Gable, 
President of the Griffin Con- 
dominium Association, saying 
that a parcel at 27th & K had 
been made into a parking lot 
for a D.C. Division of Trans- 
portation project. Apparently 
they had not considered 
the land transferred because 
the Federal Department of 
Transportation had not signed 
off on it. More lobbying

GW Speeds Back to 
Federal Court 


The final figure is 70%, meaning that by August 2002 The 
George Washington University must house 70% of its under- 
graduates either within its campus boundaries or outside of the 
Foggy Bottom/West End neighborhood. Further, by August 
2006, 70% must live on the campus. 


GWU Revives Court Case 


However, on January 9, the university went back to Federal 
court and revived its “stayed and pending” complaint against pro- 
visions of the campus plan. It claims the order threatens the Uni- 
versity’s academic mission, students’ rights and the admissions 
process. Because that process begins in March, an expedited 
hearing is being requested. The suit was filed against the city and 
the BZA; it will be defended by the Corporation Counsel’s office. 

One issue for GW is the order’s provision which prevents 
the inclusion of off-campus Foggy Bottom student housing in 
the 70%, a ruling GWU says is illogical and unfair. Also, as 
GW’s Senior Counsel Charles Barber told “By George,” stu- 
dents grow older and more mature.” 

The Board also established an enrollment “base number” 
of 8000 undergraduates, making the University responsible for 
housing 5600. Only by providing one bed per student over that

Greek Cookies (Kolouria) 


1/2 Ib. butter 

1/2 doz. eggs 

3 tsp. vanilla 

3-1/2 heaping tsp. 
baking powder 

2 c. sugar 

1/2 c. cream 

9 c. (approx.) sifted flour 


Cream butter, add sugar 
and vanilla. Beat until light 
and fluffy. Add eggs and con- 
tinue to beat until blended. 
Add cream, and gradually add 
flour, kneading until dough 
can be rolled without sticking. 
Shape into twists. Brush cook- 
ies with beaten egg and bake 
at 350 degrees for approxi- 
mately 20-30 minutes.

GWU Hospital CEO at 
January Meeting 


As the new George Wash- 


ington University hospital 
building nears completion, 


Daniel P McLean will give 
Foggy Bottom residents a 
“first-hand” report at the FBA 
meeting on Monday, January 
28. The meeting will be held 
at the Melrose Hotel, 2430 
Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., at 
7:30 p.m. All residents are 
welcome. 


McLean took over as 
chief executive officer of the 
hospital in August 2000, 


and is overseeing its final 
two years of construction. It 
is scheduled to open in 


August 2002. Prior to. being 
appointed at GW, he served 
for three years at the McAllen 
Medical Center, a 490-bed, 
award-winning hospital in 
south Texas. 

A graduate of the Air 
Force Academy, McLean has a 
cum laude masters degree in 
health care administration 
from the University of Hous- 
ton. During his 23 years in 
health care, he served in sev- 
eral hospitals in the Los An- 
geles area. He has been with 
Universal Health Services, 
which manages and owns 
80% of GWU Hospital, since 
1994. 

Prior to McLean’s presen- 
tation, there will be a discus- 
sion of plans for Square 37, 
the block containing the West 
End Library.

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Act Requires Notice 
Before Tree Removal 


The D.C. Council has ap- 
proved legislation entitled the 
“Tree Protection Amendment 
Act of 2000,” which mandates 
a seven-day notice prior to the 
removal of any tree on public 
land. The pertinent section 
states “unless the tree is dead 
or dangerous and in the need 
of immediate removal, the 
Department of Public Works, 
Tree and Landscape Divi- 
sion,” is to provide a notice to 
be displayed on the tree seven 
days before removal, exclud- 
ing weekends and holidays. 
The Council also increased 
the fine for injuring a tree 
from $50 to $500. 

Residents in the city who 
cherish its trees agree this bill 
was needed to prevent de- 
struction of trees by develop- 
ers and others without the 
knowledge of the public. 


“Economic development 
is not an event, but a 
growing, self-sustaining 
process of proliferation 
of new economic activity 
sparked by the initial in- 
vestment; it results in 
attracting additional tax- 
paying permanent resi- 
dents who want to live in 
the city. This sharply con- 
trasts with GWU which 
largely supports the re- 
tail trade of hotels, restau- 
rants, entertainment and 
gift shops serving stu- 
dents, short-term visitors 
and tourists, of which this 
city has already an abun- 
dance. What this town 
needs is more tax-paying 
permanent residents. But 
the university’s expansion 
has soaked up scarce resi- 
dential land that could 
otherwise be available for 
them.”’*

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number could the university exceed the 8000 base. In addition, 
no approvals for campus buildings which do not contain hous- 
ing will be allowed if the university is not in compliance with 
the provisions of the Final Order. 

According to the order, GWU had enrolled 8044 under- 
graduates as of the 2001-2002 academic year, but had only 4108 
beds on campus, forcing almost half to find housing outside the 
campus. The Board also found that “students had effectively 
turned apartment houses into dormitories and townhouses into 
fraternity houses. Such large transient populations . . . under- 
mine the residential stability of the already fragile Foggy Bot- 
tom/West End neighborhoods.” 


OP Gave Strong Support 


` The “Final Order on Remand” for the GWU campus plan 
was issued by the Board of Zoning Adjustment on December 
21, wrapping up two years of meetings, filings, testimony, and 
controversy. Strong support from the D.C. Office of Planning 
which termed the stability of residential Foggy Bottom “at the 
tipping point,” as well as extensive testimony from ANC-2A, 
the FBA and other residents, evidently convinced the BZA of 
the need to control the University’s expansion into the Foggy 
Bottom/West End neighborhood. 

In the near term, by the fall of 2002 the University must 
arrange for housing for about 1000-1500 undergraduates outside 
of Foggy Bottom, since by the terms of the order the Foggy Bot- 
tom buildings used by GW, that is, students in the Aston, Pennsyl- 
vania House and the former Howard Johnson and St. James (as 
well as those placed in Columbia Plaza by GW), cannot be 
counted toward the 70%. The Board felt that given GW’s testi- 
mony that “lack of money [for dormitories] is not an issue,” there 
should be “no major impediment to the University’s acquisition of 
housing . . . outside Foggy Bottom/West End by next fall.” 


Campus Boundaries Changed Slightly 


The BZA altered the boundaries of the campus to include 
the Dakota at 2100 F Street, Riverside Towers at 2201 Virginia 
Avenue, several townhouses near 22nd and F Streets, and most 
of Square 43 at 23rd and Virginia. The University has plans, 
which have been approved by the Zoning Commission, to erect 
a 700-bed dormitory on Square 43, as well as a 200-bed struc- 
ture on the Smith Center parking lot across the street. Depend- 
ing on decisions of the Zoning Commission on GW’s 1957 E 
Street project, that building in which GW proposes to include 
193 beds for students, may become part of the campus. 

Other provisions, “intended to mitigate . . . adverse im- 
pacts,” include: 

—requirements for increased record-keeping and reporting by 

GW on its student population and its housing; 
—establishment of a university/community Advisory Committee; 
—reiteration of the policy requyrement to make university proj- 
ects “compatible with and sensitive to” adjacent non-Univer- 
sity structures. 

The 23-page report repeatedly reiterated findings of the 
Board that university expansion is threatening the existence of 
Foggy Bottom/West End as a viable, tax-producing residential 
neighborhood. Many residents, while always hoping for more 
relief, applaud the strength of the order’s language, and the 
giant steps made for our area. 

These giant steps, of course, are threatened by the Univer- 
sity’s Federal court complaint.

“Planning told us the city’s 
Comprehensive Plan has a 
higher density zoning [for the 
square], but that’s not what 
we want. Development has 
wiped out most of the residen- 
tial character of the West End 
over the years, and we're 
about the last affordable hous- 
ing left, as the ANC noted in 
its [Nov. 7] report.” 

After hearing citizens’ 
concerns at the December 
FBA meeting, Councilmem- 
ber David Catania wrote a let- 
ter December 14 to Planning 
Director Andrew Altman and 
zoning officials stating his 
support for the ANC-2A’s 
unanimous resolution of No- 
vember 13 against any rezon- 
ing of Square 37. 

There is likely to be a 
zoning hearing on the issue 
soon but the battle may also 
turn to the political side. City 
officials would have to alter 
the Comprehensive Plan, as 
the citizens want, or sign off 
on alley closings or the sale of 
the city land at the Library 
and adjacent Police Special 
Operations station, as devel- 
opers led by James Pedas may 
seek. Despite rumors of a de- 
velopnient plan, there is none 
on file, planning officials said 
on January 9. The FBA will 
set aside time to discuss 
Square 37 at its January 28 
meeting.

The Zoning Commission 
has held one hearing on the 
application of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund for a 
zoning change for its pro- 
posed second downtown 
office building at 1900 Penn- 
sylvania Avenue, most re- 
cently occupied by PEPCO. At 
the session January 7 the 
Commission heard from the 
proponents, and scheduled a 
second session for January 24 
and possibly another for Janu- 
ary 28, both to start at 6:30 
p.m. at Judiciary Square. 

The IMF is requesting ap- 
proval for a 130-foot building 
and high density commercial 
usage, with office space for up 
to 1500 persons. Residents 
were scheduled to testify at 
the January 24 hearing, and at 
issue are matters such as com- 
munity amenities required by 
the increased zoning, heavier 
traffic congestion, and con- 
cerns about the dangers of fu- 
ture protests at the site.

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Letter from London 


By Sheridan Strickland 


On September 16, 2001, a service was held in St Paul's 
Cathedral in London, England, remembering the tragedies of 
September 11. Sheridan Strickland, who is living in London with 
her husband, former FBA President Michael Thomas, wrote this 
poignant report of her experience that day. 


As I rounded the corner at 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, my heart 
sank. It was only 9:45 on this 
bright, clear fall morning, but 
already the queue stretched as 
far as I could see. Would I be 
among the first 2,400 people 
that St. Paul’s could seat at ca- 
pacity? It had been such a 
draining week with the horror 
of the largest terrorist attack 
in history. I just wanted to at- 
tend this special “Service of 
Remembrance with the Amer- 
ican Community in the United 
Kingdom” requested of St. 
Paul’s by the American Em- 
bassy and Queen Elizabeth. 

I took my place in the 
queue. It was a somber experi- 
ence, nothing like the normal 
babble and laughter character- 
istic of people passing time 
waiting in line. Around me 
there seemed to be mainly 
English accents, with only the 
occasional American one. The 
service also invited Brits who 
had lost relatives and friends. 
Many firms in the financial 
City of London had offices in 
New York City: One firm, 
Cantor Fitzgerald, occupied 
some of the top floors in one 
of the towers. The only re- 
maining employees. are those 
who were not at work on 11 
September; the other 700 
are presumed dead. No won- 
der I found myself amidst both 
English and American accents. 


Profound Sadness 
Describes It Best 


It is hard to characterize 
my own state of mind waiting 
in line. Perhaps profound sad- 
ness describes it best. The 
first two days I had spent 
glued to the television, unable 
to tear myself away from the 
unbelievable pictures. By the 
miracle of e-mail, Michael 
and I had determined quickly 
that none of our friends or 
family had been tragically in 
the wrong place at the wrong 
time. Therefore I never felt 
that gut-wrenching hysteria 
that takes hold when you real- 
ize your loved one is missing 
or dead. Neither have I felt 
that flailing anger I have seen 
in others on television, nor the 
bigoted lashing out at all Mus- 
lims for the sins of the few. 
No, for me it was a deep sad- 
ness that seemed to enfold 
me, to make smiling or laugh- 
ing impossible, to make even 
conversation about anything 
other than the tragedy seem 
trivial. 

As we moved our way 
through tight security check- 
points with myriad police all 
around the whole cathedral, it 
struck me how orderly every- 
thing was. What a contrast to 
what I had seen at the Penta- 
gon and at the towers. There 
was no rushing to get in or

smoke. It was a bright, sunny 
day at this magnificent edifice 
designed by Sir Christopher 
Wren. My gloom seemed to 
lift a bit just waiting in line 
surrounded by people who 
wanted to come together to 
share some peace in a chaotic 
world. At 10:30, the Great 
West Door opened, and the 
crowd began to enter. I could 
see by the numbers ahead of 
me that I would make it into 
the cathedral. 


Queen Showed 
Her Solidarity 


The ushers gave me a 
beautifully-printed booklet de- 
scribing exactly the order of 
service. At-11:58 the. Lord 
Mayor would greet Her 
Majesty The Queen and His 


Royal Highness The Duke of 


Edinburgh, and then proceed 
up the steps to the Great West 
Door. There the Dean and 
Chapter and the Archbishops 
of Canterbury and York would 


receive them. I was just five 
seats from the aisle, so it was 


clear I would be as close as I 
ever expected to come to these 
dignitaries. I had not expected 
to see the Queen at all, as- 
suming that‘she would enter 
through a separate entrance 
near her seat far in front of my 
view. Not so. I came to under- 
Stand the Queen knows very 
well her appearance as a show 
of solidarity with people in 
need makes them feel less 
alone in their sorrow. Seeing 
this iconic example of perpet- 
ual monarchy dressed in a 
simple black suit’ and” hat 
made «me ’ realize» what’ ‘it 
meant to the’Brits when King 
George’ VI Pand the’ now- 
Queen Mum would not leave 
London during the Blitz. Peo- 
ple need reassuring symbols 
in crisis, and the Windsors 
have provided that. in great 
measure. 


I will treasure the lovely 
printed order of service, and 
often go back to it to remem- 
ber how this ceremony af- 
fected me. At first, I. was 
afraid I would not make it be- 
cause I had brought only one 
handkerchief. I started crying 
as the Queen passed, so 
moved was I that she seemed 
in her kindly expression-filled 
face to understand my sorrow. 
Then the organ began the 
Star-Spangled Banner, which 
had never before been sung in 
St. Paul’s. How appropriate, 
as a sign that this was a serv- 
ice to help Americans whether 
the music was “sacred” or not. 
Tears flowed freely around 
me, probably because this pa- 


triotic song made us feel:that ’ 


expressions of emotions were 
okay. after; what our country 
had gone, through. But_also, 
the Star-Spangled Banner-rep- 
resents hope and_ survival. I 
flashed to the picture I had 
just seen in the. newspaper 
of three: firefighters ,hoisting 


an. American. flag-.on--top of 


a mound of grimly twisted 
rubble. I am not sure these 
men had ever seen the Iwo 
Jima memorial; they just 


had created spontaneously its _ 


clone. 

At this point I was afraid 
that my emotional system 
could not take much more, but 
the crying gave me a strange 
sense of calm and strength. 
Through the first Lesson (read 
by. the Ambassador of the 
United States William Farish), 
choir singing (perfectly 
blended, young and old voices, 
the pre-adolescent boys stip- 
plying the sweetest sounds of 
all), and. then. the . Second 
Lesson (read’ by the Duke 
of Edinburgh), I began to real- 
ize I would emerge whole 
and stronger due to this serv- 
ice, and Wwe aş a country 
would make it through this 
tragedy.

The most dramatic’ and 
pitch-perfect speech I, have 
every heard lasted only about 
ten minutes. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury is an incredible 
speaker, able to sense the 
mood and provide comfort 
with his words and his 
sonorous tone. He lifted our 
hearts and our courage by re- 
ferring to what we would have 
seen if we had been in New 
York City as the smoke around 
the towers dissipated: across 
the water we would have seen 
the Statue of Liberty. She was 
still there, holding her torch 
high, a symbol of our great 
land. He gave us all confidence 
that we could go on, that, we 
would: go. on, that' we: had our 
special British friends to help 
us as we had helped: them.in 
two world. wars, It .was'.the 
most incredibly moving ora- 
tory I think I-will ever hear.

It was the assembled’s.chance 
to sing. out our newfound 
strength, to get our voices back 
from our mute sorrow. And we 
did, more than two thousand 
strong inside the. cathedral, 
and many, many more outside. 
It was a turning point for me. 

After the blessing, the 
ending song’ was “God Save 
the Queen,” again a perfect 


“choice. The-Brits could sing 


their words, and the Ameri- 
ċans‘ could sing “My Country 
Tis of Thee” since both share 
the same tune. Which did I 
sing? I sang to the Queen and 
for everything special in this 
my temporary home. I sang in 
appreciation’ of the support 
and solace I received from this 
service. St. Paul’s showed once 
again that nobody can best the 
Brits when it comes to carry- 
ing off ceremonies flawlessly.

Following is the News’ first 
column about the “actions and 
efforts” of Foggy Bottom resi- 
dents to clean up, fix up, brighten 
up—and otherwise make 
changes in our neighborhood. 

—Street Cleaning Project. 
Tom Bower, chair of the FBA 
Community Improvement 
Committee, arranged with the 
Department of Public Works 
for the cleaning of some of 
the streets in our area, which 
has rarely if ever been done. 
Because it requires a parking 
ban, the holiday week was 
chosen, and the appropriate 
signs went up.

DOT’s promises to 
clear it out are delayed, ac- 
cording to sources, by the in- 
ability to locate another site to 
hold equipment to be used to 
repair streets in Georgetown. 
Both Councilmembers Carol 
Schwartz and Jack Evans are 
working on the matter. Mr. 
Evans has scheduled a meet- 
ing February 7 to discuss the 
future of the park area.

Dear Neighbors:
